WE'HE LEARNING 

Apparently ono bit of World war n history 
—tlic question of why the Western nallons 
did not enter Berlin before the Eusslans-Ia 
destined to be the subject of International 
debate for many years to come. 

Sir Winston Churchill has now rc-opencd 
the Issue, contending that the United States 
blockea his plan to seize Berlin first. Russian 
capture of the German capital vastly in- 
creased postwar dirilcultiea between East and 
West, he argues. 

"Oh"thlS"lattcr-potntrhe-T)robably-wlU-not 
be seriously contested by any American who 
Dlayod an Important role In the Icey military 
.decisions afrcctlng Berlin In 1045. As for the 
rest of his argument, It reflects the basic dif- 
ierences In outlook -toward the war which 
existed then between Britain and the V. 3. 

It is a criticism of President Elsenhower, 
then supreme allied commander In the Euro- 
pean theater. For Mr. Elsenhower wrote Gon- 
' era! Marshall, at that time U. S. army chief 
' of staff, that "Berlin Itself Is no longer a 
particularly Important objective." 

The geaeraVs principal strategy was to 
thrust across central Germany to a union 
with Russian armies at the Elbe river, thus 
' Bllcinir the nation In two. He was endeavoring 
to attika the enemy at his weakest point. - 

The meaning of this strategy was that the 
United States, as always during the war. was 
committing Itself to decisions it hoped would 
lead toward military victory at the earliest 
moment with the least possible loss of life. 
The chiefs of staff, President Roosevelt and 
the congress were in support of this general 
plan. 

No sane person could Imagine that Gen- 
eral Elsenhower, General Marshall or anyone 
else concerned In shaping that strategy for 
Germany had any thought of favoring the 
postwar plans of the Russians. They were 
simply devoted to getting the war over. 

The British, on the other hand, as always 
during the war, looked ahead to the political 
prospects of postwar Europe. Sir Winston cor- 
rectly foresaw the danger of allowing Russia 
to slash too deeply into Germany, and par- 
■tlcular]y tp ring Berl^ with Soviet forces,. 

We thbught'of pure military triumph.' The 
British gazed beyond to war's polltical after- 
math. 

The events of the cold war have made Sir 
Winston look Ulce a fount of wisdom on these 
Issues. But It must be remembered that as 
recently as World war n. we were not well 
schooled In the ways of world politics. Wa 
were sreen. We abhorred war, and, once in 
It, we -wanted only to have It over. 

"We have learned much about world politics 
since then, for leadership has been thrust 
upon Ms. Blr Winston should understand that 
It serves the cause of freedom poorly to dwell 
now upon the errors of our earlier Inexperi- 
ence. 

What counts today Is that we have shown 
a tremendous capacity lor growth in under- 
Btondtng of world affairs in the short space 
of tea years. 

DEMOCRATIC NEEDLING 

Publlcjy, of course, the Democrats must 
necessarily assert that they hope President 
Elsenhower runs again in 1058. You cannot 
admit that you are incapable of liclclng the 
best the opposition can offer. 

In, the late President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt's day, Republicans were always telling 
everybody that they couldn't wait to "take 
on tho' champ." But they didn't really mean 
It, and neither d6 the Democrats now. 

In their hearts they imow how tough the 
President would be to beat, and no politician 
with any sense of realism wants the test at 
the polls to be any harder than It must. 

Tha Ironic thing la that tho way the DemO' 
crats are playing it, they might prove to be 
a considerable factor in Mr. Eiscnhowcr.'s.de- 
*cldlug to .have another go. 

It Is not Just that they have taken off the 
wraps and are attacking tho President per- 
«onally, as wholly responsible for what they 
. consider the damaging acts of his admlnls 
tratlou; 

It Is rather that they arc goading him with 
tholr cOTStant Insistence that they alone 
understand the needs of ordinary citizens 
and arc prepared to. do anything about them. 
Woria has it that tlie President Is vastly an- 
noyed at Democratic claims of a monopoly in 
serving the popular welfare. 

This Democratic contention isn't at all new. 
They've been running agalngt the "special 
interests" and the "princes of prlvJlcge" ever 
since Mr. Roosevelt's heyday. 

The difference is on the -other side. '.iArr 
Elsenhower has described himself ns .coft; 
servative ta money mattcfa and llbernr-li 
the -area of human welfare. He Is plalnl; 
convinced thi^t his administration Is exccut-' 
Ing policies which serve that philosophy.'^ 
If the Democrats keep hammering thf.i 
theme — and such a course would appear "al^ 
most inevitable— they may find themselves' 
with an angry contender on their hands. 

A lot of people. Including some quite close 
to Mr. Elsenhower, suggest that his sense of 
duty will be the final determinant In 'his 
decision to run or not to run; 
■ But more than o few jnen have -gone for 
it second term partly because they felt Im- 
pelled to try to prove In a second four years 
the -wisdom and rightncss of what they did 
in the first four year. Pressed hard enough, 
tho President might fall into this category. }

Ul, the federal bedlam In Waahlnu- 
lon, In which Ezra Pound, a urcat 
American poet, is hidden uany lor 
lite under conditions of menUt nnd' 
physical torture for wearing a ten- 
gallon hat and brandishing a walk- 
InR atlck In Rome about ll years 
ftRo. That showed tie was nuts. 

The article said 'that Dr. WInfred 
Overholser, the superintendent of SC. 
EllKabeth's, was the custodlnn ot 
this morsel. It naturally provoked 
-tpccufatlons as to what other cer- 
ebral near ot.what other eccenulca 
ot tho same era mlRht also be sub- 
ject to Inspection by a hopefully 
cynical eye. Tlie piece snld Dr. Over- 
holser explained how the frsRment 
ot the Duce's brain, hAppened lo bo In 
St. Elizabeth's. 

In the 1Q30'b one ot many rumors 
lind It lltat MiissaHnl'a behavior 
could hnve been caused only by Rcn- 
enil paresis or material deterlorntlon 
ot the brain caused by syphilis.

St. Elluibeth's Is authentic and 
Overholser'H opinion, .which, by the 
newspaper account seems somewhat 
reluctant, vindicates the Duce of t^e 
charRo which his enemies never 
tited of throwing at him from a 
safe distance.

But. unwlttlnRly no doubt, Over- 
holser has raised some moral and 
ethical questions by his apparent In- 
dorsement ot the muUlntlon ot i 
body of a political figure and the 
disappointment expressed by the 
phrase "we had a wonderful chance 
to prove something but the chance 
fell tiau" — 

That "something" was paresis, 
caused by a loallisome disease, com- 
municable t« spouse and ptoeeny. 
Row It-could tiave been proved m 
the fnce ot Overholser'* own admis- 
sion that the Duce'a achievements 
dlsprovcd'lt we must look to him for 
explanation. 

What are Uie rules of this game, 
anyway? What are the ethical pro- 
prJetJea? 

Mussolini was a great historical 
figure and a hero to many Italians 
of much finer quality than many ot 
hi) enemies.
